Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants response filed 6/26/03 along with the references to other co-pending 
applications express abandonments , caused the application to be inadvertently abandoned . 

The rejection of claims 50-54,68-73,105-109 over US 5447957 under 35 USC 103 
has been withdrawn since appUcants compounds are drawn to specific species and the reference 
teaches a genus and a specific species which is not only substituted at a different position but 
has different substituents. 

The double patenting rejection has also been withdrawn since applicants have 
abandoned the co-pending applications. 

Thus the claims 50-54, 68-109 are being allowed. 

Some of the references in the 1449 have been lined through since they do not have a 
date or is not written in such a way so that one can obtain it (i.e. is not a published 
documentor a publication #.)
